EMORY SPEER’S CONFIRMATION. 


ls Therea Lega! Obstacle to 1t?—Action of the Senate 
Judiciary Oommlttee Last Session. 
Special to The Coustitution. 

WasurncTon, January 10.—Some days ago 
[stated on Mr. Speer’s own authority that 
both Georgia senators fayored his confirma- 
tion es district attorney. ' about the same 
time Senator Butler was interviewed in Char 
leston as to his opinion of an interview with 
Mr. Speer published in the New York Tribune 
in which Mr. Speer said among other things 
that he was happy when he crossed the Caro- 
lina boundary on his way to Atlanta 
from Columbia and felt himself ‘‘once more 
in the United States.”’ Tie tone of the re- 
marks Senator Butier made concerning Mr. 
Speer gave rise to the report here that he 
meant to take active steps toward preventing 
his confirmation. The senator came yester- 
day, but declined to express himself on the 
question. The impression from all that can 
be gathered is that Senators Butler and Hamp- 
ton will vote against Speer’s confirmation, 
but will not.agitate the case to any considera- 
ble extent. 

A possibility exists that a very pretty 
legal question may be raisec in 
this case. t will be remembered 
that Speer’s nomination was first sent in just 
before the end of*the last session of the forty 
seventh congress. As usual it was referred to 
the judiciary committee. That committee 
agreed unanimously that Speer was ineligible 
to the office because it was created by the 
congress of which ba was amember. Colonel 
Hammond's bill di, ling the state into two 
districts created the office of district attorney 
for the northern district of Georgia. When 
the conelusien of the judiciary committee 
was MACe’ KaAben “to the president he 
withdrew the nomination, intending to 
appoint Speer after congress adjourned, which 
he did. In the meantime Arthur, being 
very anxious that Mr. Speer should receive 
the appointment, had the attorney general to 
write a letter to the senate judiciary commit- 
tee asking whether its objection to Mr. Speer’s 
eligibility wou!d continue after the congress 
of which he was a member and which crea- 
ted the office he was to fill had expired. To 
this letter the judiciary committee replied 
that while the exact language of the consti- 
tution did not inhibit and excon- 
gressman from filling an office 
created while he wasin congress, the plain 
spirit of the constitution did, the reai intent 
being that no man should fiave a hand in 
creating an office for himself. This was the 
decision of the judiciary committee of the 
senate last March. Mr. Speer’s nomination 
must go before the jadiciary committee of 
the present senate. [his raises a rather per- 
plexing question in the light of the fact that 
the present judiciary committee consists of 
exactly the same members as that of last 
March with one exception. 

Some sound lawyers think the second decis- 
ion of the committee last March was an error 
and if the committee is convinced that it was 
it will readily reverse it, 1 have no doubt. 
But thus the matter stands. Mr. Speer’s only 
danger seems to be not from personal but from 
legal objections to his confirmation. How- 
ever, | suppose all difficulties will finally be 
smoothed away and he safely ensconsed in 
the district attorney’s office. He is still in 
Washington and says he feels no anxiety asto 

the result.

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THE BELLEVILLE DEAD. 


The Namber of lersouns Who Lost Thetr Lives by 
the Fire. 

Sr. Louis, January 10.—The latest advices 
from Belleville say that two more bodies were 
found, neither of which was identitied. A 
roport is made by the surviving sisters which 
is accepted by the coroner as authentic and 
official to the following effect: There were 
sixty-three persons in the convent at the 
time of the fire, Of these twenty-six were 
sisters, twenty-two of whons were 
saved and four lost. Thirty-two 
were boarding pupils, ten being 
saved and twenty two Jost. The five candi- 
dates were allsaved. Of the scholars, seven 
were saved and twenty-six lost. It is claimed 
that all of the lost have been found, but sev- 
eral little heaps of charred bones still remain 
unidentified, and it is more than likely that 
it will never be Known who they represent. 
fhe two daughters of Samuel Scaling, Agnes 
anc. Mary, children of a prominent livestock 
dealer in this city, are not yet identified, and 
there seems to be no hope of recovering 
them, The search will be resumed to- 
morrow, however, and one more and the last 
remaining heap of debris will be thoroughly 
examined. Only the identified bodies will be 
buried to-morrow. The others will be held 
until next Monday. The unclaimed bodies 
were taken to St. Deters church to-night, 
where they lie in state during the night in 
charge of the night watch. A large number 
of persons visited the church to view the re- 
mains. Bishop Baltes, of Alton, will con- 
duct the funeral services and 
many priestsof the diocese are expected to 
be present. 

THE IDENTIFIED VICTIMS, 

The names of the identified yictims of the 
Bellville tire, who were burned, were Mother 
Superior Mary Jerome, three sisters modera- 
tor, Agnelia and Edwina, and two pupils, 
Katie Arbana, of Vandalia, Iil.; and Ger- 
trude Strauch, of Duquoin, Ill. The re- 
mains of the unidentificd victims were also 
at the church but were removed ufter the ser- 
vices avd will be buried in one coffin on 
Sunday. A monument will be erected over 
them bearing their names, which were, Min- 
nie Bailey, Emma Stock, Agnes 
Scaling, }Mamie* Scaling, Dinah Horn, 
Lottie Pearson, Delphi Schiewitzaner, Mary 
Bren and Josie Plandro. All tne debris in 
the ruins ef the convent having been over- 
turned and no additional bodies being founs, 
the search was discontinued about noon, and 
the jury held a consultation to agree upon a 
verdict. 
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THE MURDERED GIRL. 


Nothing Discovered that Gives a Clue to Her Iden- 
tity. 

Evmira, N. Y., January 10.—The police 
have discovered little that throws any light 
on the identity of the murdered girl found 
near the cemetery here. The girl, witha 
German male companion, arrived in the city 
Friday last, on the New York, Lake Erie and 
Western ‘wild cat’ train. They visited two 
eating saloons in the vicinity-of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western depot, and were 
closely observed by the proprietors, who 
identified the body positively. The couple 
said they were from New York. An autopsy 
showed two wounds, but these did not cause 
her death. Hither might have stunned the 
girl, who afterwards might have been frozen 
to death after being thrown under the bridge. 
The hands indicate that the deceased was a 
working girl. The girl is said to have had a 
gold watch, gold bracelets, a gold ring and 
some money. All these were gone when the 
body was found.

FEDERAL LEGISLATION: 


WHY THE SENATE FAILED TO 
ELECT ITS PRESIDENT. 


A Debate Into Which Senator Morgan Interjects a 
Lively Tariff Talk—The Mississippi River 
Appropriations—Morrison’s Sub-Com- 

mittees—Notes and Gossip. 


Wasurneton, January 10.—In the senate 
this morning Mr. Dawes introduced a bill to 
provide for the transmission of corres- 
pondence by telegraph. This bill provides 
for the creation of a United States postal tel- 
egraph company, under the direction of the 
postofiice department; the creation of the 
office of fourth assistant postmaster general, 
this oflicial to be president of the board of 
directors of the company, and for the estab- 
lishment of ,postal telegraph offices at the 
postoffices throughout the United States, and 
the transmission of correspondence {from 
such postal telegraph offices. Mr. Sawyer in- 
troduced a bill to prohibit the mailing of 
newspapers containing lottery advertisements, 
Bills were introduced as follows: By Mr. 


Morgan, granting the right of way over 
the public lands in Alabama and Florida, to 
the Alabama Diagonal railroad company, 
and giving t.e same company the right to 
purchase public lands in said states; also 
granting a right of way over the public lands 
in Alabama, avd to grant lands in said state, 
in aid of the guif and the road. 

The bill on bounties of soldiers was called 
up. This bill, Mr. Voorhoes said,1s a copy 
of a bill which was passed by congress nine 
years ago, but was vetoed by President Grant 
on the ground that it would take more money 
out of the treasury than the public interesis 
would warrant, but there is so much more 
suid about the surplus revenue and the abua- 
dance of noney that he wouid reintroduce 
the same biil now, and hoped it would meet 
the early consideration of the military com- 
mittee, 

VAN WYCK'S RESOLUTION, 

The senate took up for consideration Mr. 
Vau Wyck’s resolution, heretofore offered ‘by 
him, directing the secretary of the interior 
tosuspend action asto issuing patents or 
certificates for land granted to the New Or- 
Jeans and Pacific railroad company until 
congress shall at this session determine the 
question involved in the claims of said com- 
pany. Mr. Ingalls objected io the wording of 
Mr. Van Wvyck’s resoiution, when the latter 
amended it, and it was agreed to as follows: 

Whereas, It is claimed by the New Orleans and 
Pacific rai:road compauy that, inasmuch as the at 
loruey general has d. cided in favor of said compa- 
uy,as tothe lauds demanded by them, andthe 
secretary of the interior has felt constrained to act 
upon and accept said opi.iou, and said compauy 
also Claim that congress has no further control or 
authority over said lauds, or demands of said 
company. Therefore, 

Kesulved, ‘Ibat the secretary of the iuterior be 
requested LO suspend action in issuing certificates 
or patents fur said lands to said corporation 
until cor gress, at this session, thal) deiermine the 
question 1uvolved in the claim of said corporation 

A resoiution offered by Mr. Voorhees was 
adopied, calling upon the secretary of war 
for a siatement ot the number of soldiers 
who served one, two and tbree years, respec- 
tively, in the late war, the amount of bounty 
paid each Cluss,and asking him to inform 
the senate of the amountof money which 
would be required to equalize the bounties of 
those who served in said war. 

A GENERAL DEBATE. 

The senaie then resumen consideration of 
the newrules. The pending question was, 
en motion of Mr. Vest, to strike out from 
rule 26 the clause providing a committee on 
internal improvements, to consist of nine 
sena.ors, to which shali be referred all sub- 
jects relating to the improvement of rivers 
aud harbors, and aijso a bill known 
as the river and harbor bill. The discussion 
again occupied the greater part of the after- 
noon, and in its course a goud many speectes 
were made which were not strictly to the 
text. The tariff, for example, came in for 
considerable time. Mr. Frye, of Maine, al- 


luding to something humored by the dewo- 
cratic senators, said ‘‘he was delighted to hear 
the opinions of the other side of the chamber 
expressed so unreservedly for free trade. 
There had been some doubt for some 
months past as to just where the democratic 
party stood with regard to free trade. Mr. 
Morgan stated that there was not a leading 
man of the democratic party in the United 
States, certainly notin either house of cun- 
gress, who had thus far given expression !o 
the idea that he is a free trader in the sense 
which the gentleman from Maine (Frye) 
would imply. The democrats are in favor oi 
a modification of the existing tariff, for the 
purpose of reducing the unnecessary burden 
of one hundred million dollars a year 
of unjust taxation placed upon 
the country by the republican party. 
Mr. Morgan bad been waiting several years 
to see something substantial done for com- 
merce. Some matters of detail had been ar- 
ranged, but nobody had had the courage fo 
bring in a bill to repeal altogether the odious 
navigation laws. Both parties Seemed to be 
afraid todoit. Itseemea as tbough the peo- 
ple bad to erganize a general muster 
and beat the long roll on us before 
they could induce us to do. anything 
The question of spending the peop!e’s money 
seemed ta be the gravest consideration with 
legislators, while poverty and wrecks are 
tramping around the country with sores of 
which Lazarus would be ashamed. Strikes 
are heard of everywhere, thousands of tens 
of thousands of men all over the land, in the 
depth of cold winter, without food or cloth- 
ing for themselves or families, are compelled 
to beg and implore the charity of the rich 
masters by whom they are surrounded. The 
democratic party,¢§jMr. Morgan _ said, 
would, notwithstaudiug tbe objections and 
remonstrances of the republican jparty, con- 
tinue referring to the high tariff until justice 
was done to the people of the country. 
are a rich government and a poor people, and 
the cries of the poor for bread and fuel, if 
heard in the senate chamber, as heard else- 
where, would howl down every storm of 
wioter. Yet these are the people as to whom 
there must be silencein that chamber. On 
to a vote the motion 
Vest was agreed to. 
Mr. Miller moved to amend the 
rule by inserting # clause referring to appro- 
priate bills for agriculture tothe committee 
on agriculture. The motion was favored by 
Senator Geurge and others, but was not 
agreed to. Without coming to a vote on the 
rule, the senate went into executive sessiou, 
and when the doors were reopened, adjourn- 
ed. 
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HOUSE LEGISLATION.

valuation of merchandise, and requesting the 
president to transmit to tae house copies of all 
communications on the subject,and also to 
inform the bouse whether or not 
there is resson to believe that 
consul officers have certified invoices to 
true which such officers should have known, 
or did know, were not true, and whether any 


additional legislation is necessary to som

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foreign manufacturers te set forth and declare 
on the invoices of merchandise, the actual 
market value thereof. Mr. Hiscock objected 
to the present consideration of the resolution, 
and it was referred to the committee on ways 
and means. Mr. Hewitt, of New York. 
offered a resolution calli on the secretary 
of state for information tanaeaion the un- 
dervaluation, false classification and other 
irregular practices in the importation of for- 
eign goods, wares and merchandise since 
January 1, 1882, and whether any 
legislation is necessary to prevent frauds 
on, the revenue resulting therefrom. Re- 
ferred to the commitree on ways and means. 
THE MIISI‘SIPPI RIVER. 

Mr. O'Neill, of Missouri, asked leave to 
offer 4 resolution directing the committee on 
Mississippi levees to investigate the present 
manner of improving the Mississippi river 
and its tributaries, and to consider the proper 
method of a continuance of the im prove- 
men's and the amount which should be ex- 
pended therefor annualiy, also to ‘offer a 
resolution proposing an amendment to the 
rules giving to the committee on 
Mississippi levees leave to report appropriation 
bills touching the improvement — of 
that river, Mr. Hunt, of Louisiana, objected 
to both propositiens. The speaker proceeded 
‘to call the committees for reports, but no 
measures of importance were reported. Mr. 
King, of Louisiana, introduced a joint reso- 
lution for the immediate appropriation of 
$1 000,000 in accordance with the urgent re- 
quest of the Mississippi river commission for 
Lhe preservation, repair and construction of 
certain works for the improvement of that 
rive.. Referred, 

_ Mr. Springer, of Illinois, offered a resolu- 
tion authorizing the committee on expendi- 
tures im the department of justice, in making 
the investigation required by the rules. to 
send for persons and papers. Adopted. _ 

QUESTIONING THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY.

I praise God that, in His 
goodness, it has still been vouchsafed me to 
inaugurate the proud monument on the 
banks of the Rhine, which is designed not 
only as a perpetual commemoration of the 
happily regained unity of Germany, but also 
as an earnest sign of the invigorated and 
true might of the united German em 
pire. The grand festival in honor of Martin 
Luther’s birth, in which, after four centu- 
ries, the whole of evangelical Christendom 
united with me, will not the less ever remain 
forme an everlasting reminiscence. It af- 
fords me the greatest satisfaction that the 
new year has come under cireumstances 
which verify the hope of quiet, undisturbed 
times.

St. Taomas, January 5, via Navana, Janu- 
ary 10—The Haytian rebellion is now con- 
sidered atanend A telegram from Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, dated the 3d, said that the Eng- 
lish mail steamer Para had brought intelli- 
gence to Kingston that the town Jackmel 
had surrendered December 29, and that 4,000 
Haytian government troops had entered and 
taken possession of the town.

And 
as this Case Was only typical of the general condi 
tion of the hospital, 1 made the following written 
report to the honorable mayor: 

ATLANTA, Ga , December 22d 1883—To the Hon- 
orable Mayor, J B Goodwin, city—DeahSir: The 
management and sanitary condition of the city 
hospital are so deficient that 1 deem it my duty to 
report the same to you. 

1. The rooms are not properly ventilated and 
Cleaned 

2. One of the rooms, which is occupied bv a very 
sick patient, has never been warmed nor sufiicient- 
ly cleaned or ventilated. The stench of the room 
is often sickeuing and calculated to breed 
diseese. Dr. Van Goidtsnoven visited with me, 
December 21st, the hospital. Eatering this room, 
he said to me: ‘Doctor, thai is horrible. The 
stench will kiil the poor man in less than a week. 
It would make any man sick. It is really an abom- 
ination.’’ The poor, helpless, suffering patient en- 
treated us (as he does nearly every day when I 
have to enter the room), to report his pitiful condi- 
tion to the honorabie mavor. 

8. The beds are not keptclean and are likely to 
communicate infectious Ciseases from one to an- 
other. Forinstauce, on December 7th James Lip- 
ford died of consumption. He had pulmonary 
hemorrhage. The blood stained the sheet After 
the burial the same blocdy and unwashed sheet 
Wasegein spread on the same bed, where it was 
left until December 19-h afternoon, and was pro- 
nounced by the inmates of the room a nuisance. 
Ou the lust mentioned ay n 
new patient was admitted to the 
hospital, Band now that bloody and unwashed 
sheet and other unwashed pieces of bedding were 
used to put up « bed for that new patient. The pa- 
tients sre witnesses of the above facts. 

Yesterdsy, December 2lst, when Dr. Van Goidt- 
Ssnoven visited with me tne hospital, I still found 
ihe bloody sheet, ete., on the bed. I directed the 
attention of the matron to thetfact. She said it was 
Cleaned. However, al! persons present (Miss Emma 
Bell, Mrs. Anna Ward, Mrs. Heckert, Mr Salster and 
Dr. Van Goidisuoven) iuspected the sheet, as some 
of them already had d: ne previously, and said that 
it hed pot been washed. 

4. (Juite a number of patients complain that they 

are hotsufliciently fed. several panents reported 
lo me that duriog a whole week they got no supper 
at ail, others thal they are fed with improper food. 
For instance, a. lady patient having just 
past the crisis of pneumonia, was fed 
wih turnip greens (contrary to my directions), 
which c:used a relapse, from which the patieu: 
has not yet recovered. 
S Patients whose condition require perfect quiet 
and rest are forced by the matrou to work. Fur in- 
Stance, Miss Emma Bell, who is sosick, that accord- 
ing to Dr. Van Goidisuoven’s opinion aud myself, 
she may not be able 1o work in several weeks, per- 
h&ps even monihs, was December 2ist, and again 
Decemver 22ad, ordered by the matron to get up 
and do work. I had directed the patient to keep 
perfeculy quiet. Sne so toid the matron, which 
however, (as the patient stated) offended her py 
saying she bad a bad disease, etc., (which is not 
true), and that Dr. Kerstan had no command over 
that hospital, that Dr. i ucker had the command 
and nobody else, and if the patient would not go 
at once and work she (matrou) would make her 
work by ca:ling in a policeman. 

6. There is no reliable aud proper nurse to at- 
tend to the wants of the patients, and to carry out 
my directionsin a sufficieut and intelligent man- 
er. ‘Lhe patients have mostly to attend to them- 
selves, Or one patient toanother. | 

7. The blooay, uuwashed sheet was taken away 
violently by the matron the same day, December 
Zist, before [ made my afternoon visit, although | 
had given directions for i: not to be removed b: fore 
I hau reported the matter to the proper authorities. 
Aud, as stated by the inmates oi theroom, Mrs 
Hunt, who was heiping to take the sheet out, said 
to the patients of the room: ‘Dr, Kerstan shall 
neversee thesheetaxain. I will burnitup or die 
bi fore he er anybody else shall see the same 
a. ain.’’ 

1 could add very much to that report; however, 
ag itis already very lengthy, I will cease here. 

In conclusion | wantto say that my Oath as city 
physiciau, that bumauity aud the honor of the city 
demands of me, to report that very unpleatrant 
mater to yourhonor, Very respectfully, I remain 
your obedieut servant.

WHY WEST END SUNSETS ARE RED. 
The recent West End sunsets, of which our 
correspondents and our reporters wrote learn- 
edjy, and of which we had something to say 
in these columns, shortly after these illumi- 
nated twilights had made their,debut,to bor- 
row aterm from the mouth of metropolitan 
society, have attracted considerable attention 
among the scientists, and quite a little dis- 
cussion has been going on in various quarters 
with respect to the nature and origin of at- 
mosphefic displays, that can hardly be de- 
scribed in terms sober enough to satisfy the 
rigor of those who occasionally protest against 
the spectacular brilliancy of newspaper rhet- 
oric. Sofaras we are concerned—and we 
trust we speak also for a large and admiring 
constituency—we were perfectly satisfied 
with the various theories advanced by our 
correspondents, our reporters and ourselves. 
The theories were learned, and if they were 
not conciusive, it is certain that they were as 
conclusive as any theory can be. 

Since the matter has proceeded so far, we 
are glad that we cldimed the sunsets for 
West End. As the displays depended upon 
twilight for their gorgeousness, we may go 
farther, and, with perfect impartiality, claim 
that the pink and crimson hues of the morn- 
ing twilights belong to Peachtree street. We 
hasten to make this admission in order the 
more readily to compose and adjust the dif- 
terences that have arisen between the dwellers 
on our fashionable thoroughfare and the citi- , 
zens of our delightful suburb. The honors are 
easy, if not even, and hereafter the patricians 
of Yveachtree will not have to say that the 
citizens of West End are unwilling to give and 
take in the matter of twilight illuminations. 
If Peachtree is content with its brilliant 
morning displays, West End is content with 
its wonderful sunsets. We know of no other 
way to settle a controversy which is not 
amenable to arbitration, or to the too readily 
pacific decisions of boards of honor. 


of the brilliant phenomena which have been 
so widely and s0 variously commented on, is 
no less a person than-Professor C. A. Young, 
the astronomer, who has a brief paper on the 
subject inthe current. number of The Critic, 
Itshould be borne in mind that before the 
remarkable twilights were witnessed in West 
End and on Peachtree street, they were ob- 
served in the islands of the Indian ocean. 


q (he atmospheric phenomera made their ap- 


pearance in those islands with the closing 
days of August, then on the eastern coast of 
Africa, and since that time they 
have been observed in near- 
ly every part of the world. Near the 
equator (according to Professor Young, who 
is in communication with most of the astro- 
nomical stations of the world,) there was a 
dense haze,in which the sun shone ne bright- 
er than the moon. lis light was tinged with 
vivid hues of green and blue. In October, 
these same equatorial stations witnessed the 
same crimson twi:ights which have been ob- 
served in Atlanta and in other parts of Amer- 
ica and Europe. The telegraphic dispatches 
have already told the story of the green sun- 
sets in South America and Italy. 

Professor Young diseards the moisture 
theory. He says that the fine haze, or clond, 
which fills the upper region of the atmos- 
phere at an elevation of between twenty and 
fifty miles, consists neither of ice-crystals nor 
water-drops, as the testimony of the spectro- 
scope and polariscope proves, but 
probably of minute solid particles, 
possibly mingled with gas lighter than com- 
mon air. His theory of the origin of this 
cloud, which reflects the rays of the sun with 
so much brilliance, is the independent con- 
clusion of many men of science. He be- 
lieves that thiscloud is composed of the ashes 
and other matier ejected during the great 
volcanic eruption of Krakatow in the Straits 
of Sunda. This eruption, which Professor 
Young characterizes as probably the most 
tremendous in theannals of history, reached 
its crisison the 27thand 28th of August of 
last year, and an island four thousand feet in 
height and seven or eight miles in diameter, 
was literally blown into the air. In Javaand 
Sumatra day became night. 

Mr. Meldrum, at Mauritius, which the 
cloud reached on the 29th, observed the sun- 
set phenomena, and at once attributed them 
to a yolcanic origin, as a series of earth- 
quake waves had arrived a few hours before. 
An English observer on the Gold coast 
of Africa, reports that September !st, the sun 
was green for several hours, and pale enough 
to be mistaken for the moon. On the 2d of 
September, the green or bluish sun appeared 
in the West Indies and over Brazil and Ve- 
nezula. The western progress of the cloud 
across the Pacific has not been determined, 
but Professor Young thinks the circuit of the 
earth was made within a week or ten days. 
From September 8 to September 15, the in- 
habitants of India and Ceylon were confound- 
ed by a bright green sun at sunrise and sun- 
set, an effect which Professor Young thinks 
was produced by the cloud on its first return, 
much widened and rarified by the deposition 
ofits coarser particles. The professor adds 
that a cloud which would cause the sun, seen 
threugh it, to look green, would itself be 
likely to appear red by reflected light. 

We are inclined to believe that tuis theory 
will take the place of thos® invented and put 
forward by our correspondents and reporters. 
As Professor Young says, there is no difficul- 
ty inunderstanding how a gloud ef gas and 
stuff skewed out of the perturbed bowels of 
the earth to a great height should be carried 
at first by tke upper equatorial current until 
it was grad diffused and distributed north 
and south overmge earth by the *-~ 
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Tur ancients paid great attention to the collec- | 
tion of books.

The 
convulsions which shattered the empire resulted in 
the destruction and distribution of these collec- 
tionsof books. History records that the imperial 
library was preserved by the express order oi Mo- 
hammed and stored away in the apartments of the 
seraglio. It is generally believed that Amurath 
IV,in a fit of devotion, sacrificed these literary 
treasures. Atall events it is certain that the sul- 
tan’s library now contains only Turkish and Arabic 
writings, and nota single Greek or Latin manu

A WIFE MURDERER ON TRIAL. 
From the Chatianooga, Tenun., Times. 

The trial of Fillmore Adams for the murder of 
his wife, near Charleston, has been in progress. The 
couple came from Dalton, Geoigia. It was in testi- 
mony that Mrs. Adams was kiiled on the 17th of 


June last; Adams and his wife left his house about 
two o'clock on that day; they diverged in their 
course, and both disappeared; Adams 
came back to the b use. iin one 
bour. Mr. Hill asked Adams where his 
wife was. Adams replied, he didn’t know. Adams 
went away again ard returned with Will Hill and 
others. Adams, Ruth, Will Hill and Luke Hill son 
of James, and himself started in search, and soon 
came upon the body of Mrs. Mary Adams, Her 
throat was cut, her head was more than half sever- 
ed, the gashes being at the back of the neck, ex- 
tending round to the front; that the body was lying 
upon the ground. It wasin the woods.inaboliew. 
adout two hundred and fifty yards from the house, 
abouts o'clock at night. On being asked what 
marks or signs he saw, witness 
said he saw shavings of green ce- 
dar, and a piece of cedar stick and a stump where 
a cedar bush had been cut; that the shavings were 
covered with biood; that there wereiwo wounds 
on the woman’s head—one on the top and the other 
on the side of the head; that there was a knife 
lying om the ground covered with blood, 
which was identified as belouging to 
Adams, and Adams had acknowledged it to 
be his before the court cf inquest. There were 
tracks leading from the body down the hollow to 
the branch. ‘he track mace by the right heel had 
the prints of eight horseshoe wuails in it. 
Saw these tracks near the water. where 
some one had stood. (At thisjuncture the attorney- 
genera! presented a pair of shues, which the witness 
rec goized asthe shoes worn by Adams on the day 
of the murder, and which were taken off him after 
he was arrested.) Said shoes bave the eight horse 
shoe naiisinithberightheel. The attorney-general 
also presented a cotton shirt made of white muslin, 
which witness said was the shirt whieh he assisted 
in taking from the person of Adams on the day of 
his arrest, that the shirt was stained with blood, 
and showed signa of having been wet or washed to 
erase the blood; that Adams never came near 
he dead body; did not go to the burying; 
Was asked togo, but said it would do no good. 
Joseph Sullivan kuew Adams in Bartow county, 
Georg’a. Knew Mrs. Adams, the wife of Fillmore 
Adams. Said they (Adams and wife) had been 
parted three times; that they had been married 
three years; that he had a conversation with 
Adams about his wife in May; that Adams came to 
Sullivan’s house; Sullivan tried to persu.de him 
to live with his wife; Adams said he was going to 
take her to Texas or Colorado, and cut her “G—d 
d—d throat.’’ Mrs. Land, mother of the murdered 
woman, staid her daughter had been married about 


two years; that they had parted three times, and®

A QUARTER’s CASH. 


The Kepeort of State Treasurer &peer for the Quartcr 
Just Ended. 

Yesterday State Treasurer Speer sent to the 
governor his quarterly statemenc for the 
quarter ending December jist. The report 
of the receipts and disbursements for that 
period has several iiems of interest, 

The largest item in the list of expend- 
itures is that of $269.31959, “which 
was paid on the public debt. The treasvrer 
up to the close of business on the 31st, paid 
out to the maimed soldiers of the state $351,- 
365. Heis still paying out steadily on tbat 
item. Among the other large items disburs: 
ed were the following: On the Junatic asy!um 
$96 666.66; on the enk:rgement of the lunatic 
asylum $55,000, The balance in the 
treasury at the close of business 
on the 3lst of December was $718,475 61, of 
that, however, Mr. Speer said to a ConstitTv- 
TION man: 

“While that appears to be cash, it is largely 
made up of bonds and coupons being paid 
and of state school commissioner's drafts re- 
eeived and held as cash until warrants for 
them can be issued.”’ ? 

The total .disbursements 
reached $535,782 30 

The receipts for the quarter were very heavy, 
the single item of general tax touching $516,- 
26.24. During the quarter the treasurer re- 
ceived the $55,625 from thecity of Atlan- 
ta, as the assessed value of the old capitol 
property at Milledgeville. The other large 
items were $75,000 from the rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad and $40,511 69 
from the tax on railroads. 

‘It may be interesting to state that the 
lightning rod agents who do business in the 
state paid $97.50 tax during the quarter. |
